STOCKS HIT NEW HIGH 


Tork, March 
29—(JP)— 


Buying orders poured into Wall 
Street today in response to news 
that more credit could be used in 
securities trading. 
Stock quota- 
tions advanced a 
few cents to 


around $2 a share. 
The opening of the market was 


one of the fastest of the past year 
or so. Demand was so rapid that 
the high-speed ticker tape fell be- 
hind recording actual transactions 
on the floor of the exchange by as 
much aa 3 minutes. It was the first 
time since Jan. 3, 1949, that the 
tape ha3 been unable to keep up 
with the market. The tape caught 
up after a lag of about 20 minutes. 
Late yesterday the Federal Re- 


serve Board, guardian of the na- 
tion's credit, announced that se- 
curities could be bought for 50 
per cent in cash instead of 75 per 
cent. The new ruling goes into ef- 
fect tomorrow, Wednesday. 
The announcement caught Wall 
Street off guard. Lower margin 
requirements had long been ex- 
pected but most financial men had 
guessed that nothing would be 
done for at least a few weeks. 
Several stocks sold at the high- 


est prices of the year, including 
Montgomery Ward and Loew's. 


Washington, March 
29—(IP)— 
Lessening worry about 
inflation 


was apparent today in the Federal 
Reserve Board's decision to make 
it easier to invest in stocks. 
The board, which controls the 


volume of money and credit, al- 
ready had made It easier to buy 
autos, furniture, etc.., on the in- 
stallment plan. 
Then last night, it decreed that 
stock* may be bought after today 
with a cash down payment of 50 
par cent as compared to the 75 
per cent required for the last two 
years. The cut is warranted, the 
board said, by the "general credit 
situation."

Milwaukee, March

Milton Babich today remained in 
jajl on a first degrfcs murder 
charge in the death of hia young 
wife's sister after he twice was 
denied release on bond. 
Circuit Judge Daniel Sullivan, in 


denying- a plea by Chief Defense 
Counsel Arthur W. Richter to free 
the 19 year old student on bond, 
said: 


"I'm satisfied from reading this 
confession that a jury would be 
justified in finding1 a verdict of 
guilty of first degree murder." 


District Attorney William Mc- 
Cauley had objected to the motion 
to free the youth pending his pre- 
liminary hearing April 12, saying 
he had obtained a confession from 
Babich that he killed Patricia Bir- 
mingham last Feb. 10. 
The state charges Babich killed 
the 16 year old suburban West 
Allis high school student and 
threw her weighted body into the 
Milwaukee river because he feared 
she would tell her parents that her 
sister, Kathleen, 17, was pregnant. 
"I'm afraid if he is admitted to 
bail he might also decide to kill 
himself or some other person," Mc- 
Cauley said. 


Babich rose from where he had 
been sitting with Kathleen and de- 
nied he had any thought of killing 
himself or running away.

Envoy From 
Italy Here To 
Sign Treaty 


Washington, March 29— (IP) — 
Italy's foreign minister headed for 
the State Department today to re- 
port his country's readiness to 
join the other western democracies 
in an alliance against Russian ex- 
pansion. 


The Italian official, Count Carlo 
Sforza, had a date to see- Secre- 
tary of State Acheson. 
The bearded diplomat 
reached 
here late last night, well aliead 
of tlie procession of rine—and pos- 
sibly 11—other foreign ministers 
converging on the United States 
to sign the North Atlantic Defense 
Treaty April 4. 


Sforza's first words on . arrival 
were to hail the pact, which the 
Communists have denounced as

Senate Committee Studies 
House School Bus Measure 


Harrisburg, March 29—(JP)—The senate education committee to- 
day studied house-passed legislature to require automobile traffic to 
halt for school buses loading or unloading pupils on highways. 


The naeasure was steered to the education committee instead of 
the highways committee by Lt. Gov. Daniel B. Strlckler. Proponents 
of ttie"-proposal immediately hailed the move as an initial victory'in 
getting the bill through the upper branch. 
"That's fine,," commented Sen. Rowland B. Mahany (R-Crawford), 
when informed of the move. Ma--1- 
hany already has announced he 
will press for action in the upper 
branch. 


But Sen. John G. Snowden (R- 
Lycoming), chairman of the high- 
ways, immediately objected. 
"We already have at least eight 
senate bills here on school bus 
legislation," Snowden told a re- 
porter. "! can't see why we did- 
n't get this one." 
Snowden added that his com- 
mittee wanted to study all the 
measure at one time and incorpor- 
ate the best feature of each into 
a new bill. He added he would 
try to have the measure taken 
from education and sent to his 
committee. 
Supporters of the house meas- 
ure, however, indicated they •would 
oppose such a move. They point- 
ed to the fact that the senate high- 
ways committee has been consid- 
ering similar bills since January 
17 without action. 
The house-passed measure would 
require traffic to halt 10 feet or 
more from a school bus except in 
commercial and residential areas. 
Bus drivers would be required to 
pass special tests and buses would 
be painted a. distinctive color. 


Nursing Bill Up In 
Senate For Ballot 


Harrisburg-, March 
29—(JP)— 
Revised legislation to license prac- 
tical nurses came up for a vote in 
the senate today. 
The upper chamber changed the 
bill last night to allow home prac- 
tical nursing without state ap- 
proval. 
Two factions in the nursing pro- 


fession split on their attitude to 
the bill. The Pennsylvania State 
Nurses Association supported it. 
But opposition came from the 
Professional Graduate Registered 
Nurses Organization of Pennsyl- 
vania. Mrs. Clara P. Turner, sec- 
retary-treasurer, said the measure 
as now written -would make it im- 
possible to "define the role 'that 
the registered nurse, practical 
nurse and. auxiliary worker v/ill 
play in the practice of nursing."

as registered practical nurses.

U. S. Industries Slow to Take 
Advantage of ECA Guarantees

WASHINGTON— (NEA)— The Marshall Plan will be, a year old on 


April 2. But thus far only five-U. S. manufacturing companies 


have made deals for Economic Co-operation Administration dollar 
convertibility guarantees en private capital investments to establish 
or enlarge their foreign production. 


Under the ECA act, Congress specified that up to $300,000,000 could 


be used for guarantees on U. S. private capital investments in Mar- 
shall Plan countries. Total face value of the five industrial guarantees 
made thus far is only $2,625,000. They are: 


Godfrey L. Cabot, Inc., Boston, 5850,000 guarantee on construction 


of a carbon black plant in the United Kingdom. 


Minneapolis-Honeywell Regulator, $300,000 guarantee for expand- 


ing facilities of its affiliate, Honeywell-Brown, Ltd., near Glasgow, 
Scotland, to manufacture temperature control instruments. 


Standard Brands, Inc., 575,000 guarantee for expansion of plant at 


Liverpool, England, to make soluble coffee. 


Jacobs Manufacturing Co., Hartford, Conn., $400,000 guarantee on 


acquisition of a minority interest in a Sheffield, England, plant to 
manufacture Jacobs patented drill chucks for machine tools. 


General Time Instruments Corp., New York, $1,000,000 guarantee 


for additional investment in Westclox, Ltd. 


TOf/HILE the five agreements made thus far have be«n for British 


firms, 12 other guarantees now being negotiated will benefit 


France, Austria, Italy and the Netherlands. 


If all 12 of the projects now under consideration are approved, 


it will still be no great shakes. When Marshall Plan legislation waj 
first being considered, there was much big talk by some business 
leaders that European recovery was a job for private enterprise—not 
government. 
It was claimed that if American businessmen could 


just be turned loose, Europe would be back on its feet in no time. 


The record of the first Marshall Plan year, however, shows that 


there has been no great rush of private capital to invest in Europe. 


Most important of all, however, is an apparent'lack of confidence 


In the European situation. Under the law, ECA is not permitted to 
guarantee profits to American firms investing in Europe. 
All that 


ECA guarantees is that whatever profits the investing company makes 
can be converted into U. S. dollars for repayment to the investor, 
up to the amount of his investment. This doesn't seem to be enough 
of an inducement to promote foreign investment. 


TT is for this reason that the House Foreign Affairs Committee, In 
x legislation covering second-year Marshall Plan operations, pro- 
posed" stronger guarantees. They would protect American investors 
in Europe against loss through seizure, confiscation or destruction in 
time of war. They would also rercove the limit on the amount of 
foreign currency profits convertible to U. S. dollars. 


One other objection which U. S. business has voiced against making 


investments in Europe is a fear that by building up -competitive pro- 
duction of American products in European branch factories, the 
market for U. S. exports of the same products will be cut down. 


In one sense this is regarded as destroying American jobs—taking 


work away from American labor. This is true as far as it goes, but 
it is not the whole picture. 


The other part of the picture (s that if European production for 


self-sufficiency and reduction of trade deficits are not encouraged, 
the United States will have to go on pouring out billions of dollars 
for the food, raw materials and manufactured goods now being given 
away under the Marshall Plan. 


Any sane appraisal of this situation must show that this kind of 


financial drain can't go on forever, or the great American taxpayer 
will go bust.

Since last mid-summer Tito and 
his nation have lived in a half- 
world. 


They were tossed oft by tha 


Cominform, which binds together 
the Soviet Union and its satellites. 
They were cut off by the western 
world since late 1946, when the 
United States ordered that no ma- 
terials with a war potential could 
be shipped into the iron curtain 
area. That embargo has becoma 
almost complete. 
Last December Tito told his na- 
tion that trade with the Soviet 
Union would also be cut short. 
Moscow has decided that it would 
ship to Yugoslavia in 1949 just 
one-eighth of what it did last year. 
So Yugoslavia lives half isolated 
both from Communism and Demo- 
cracy.

Harnsburg, March 
29—(^P)— 
House-passed legislation to boost 
hunting license tees from $2 to 
§3.15 a year reached the senate to- 
day. 


If passed by the upper chamber 


and signed by Gov. Jamea H. Duff, 
it will cost Pennsylvania's more 
than 850,000 nunrods an additional 
$1,000,000 a year. 


The bill cleared the lower cham- 
ber by a 194-13 vote without a 
word of debate. 


But Rep. Edwin Tompkins (R. 


Cameron) read into the record an 
indirect 
criticism of the State 
Game Commission which had been 
plumping for a §3.65 license fee. 


"Remarks have been made to the 


effect that this bill will rob every 
hunter in the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania 
of the sum of 50 
cents," he said in a statement. 
Ross L. Leffler, Game Commis- 
sion president, recently said the 
$3.15 zee "just will not do the job 
or make any improvement for our 
sportsmen." 


Tompkins said the State Game 


Commission, although favoring the 
$3.65 fee. failed to see that such 
legislation was introduced in the 
assembly. 
Hast week, the House removed 


the 75-cent earmark from the fee 
for use in. buying and maintaining 
game lands. The new legislature, 
however, calls for setting aside 
$1.25 for development of food and 
cover both on game lands and 
elsewhere. 


The present 10-cent issuing fee 
to county treasurers and others 
would be boosted to 15 cents. 
And out-of-state nimrods would 


have to pay $25 for each hunting 
license and trapping permit instead 
of the present ?15 combined license 
for both.

You may have heard some people 
charge that "workmen don't do 
an honest day's work any more the 
way they used to." You may have 
heard labor's reply that workmen 
give honest measure and that you 
cannot compare today's working 
conditions and methods and pro- 
ductivity with the entirely differ- 
ent conditions years ago—it's like
